STATIONS 


The Agricultural Experiment stations 


of tho United States now employ over 
370 experts iu agricultural science and 
practice, and are supported by a national 
appropriation of ftiOO.OOO, to which the 
states add about $123.000; *725»000, a 
year may seem like a largo sum to ex- 
pend annually for agricultural expert-" 
ment?, but it ia less titan 10 cents for 
each of the 7,000,000 larm-workera of 
the couutry; less thau 2.1- cents for each 
of the 00,000,000 of our population di- 
rectly depandent uiwn agriculture for 
their support, and less than l.'i cents for 
each of tlia CO,OOJ,000 of our people 
who consume the products of our farms. 
The object oi these stations is to experi- 
ment and to teach, to make a regular 
business of discovery for the use of farm- 
ing, to promote agriculture by scientific 
investigation aud experiment, aud dif- 
fuse, as well as increase tho knowledge 
which improves farm practice and ele- 
vates farm life. 


No one cau with safety assert that the 


product most suited to any one locality 
has b?en obtained, or thut any section 
lias reached its greatest horticultural de- 
velopment. It occasionally happens that 
farmers struggle, for a lifetime in a vain 
emlo.uor to live comfortably by growing 
wheat, when they might acquire great 
wealth by laising -oranges or other val- 
uable products for which their land ia 
particularly well suited. A change in 
products 
generally necessitates 
the 


abandonment of one class of implements 
and the adoption of another. 
Such 


changes are costly, aud few farmers cau 
afford to experiment except on a very 
small scale, while it is often necessary to 
raise large quantities of a certain pro- 
duct iu order to demonstrate its worth. 


hiisj the Experimental Stations become 
;ery valuable adjuncts to fanning, and 
tid largely in FCiurmg tho highest devel- 
opment of resources, an object to which 
it is the duty of all farmeis to contribute 
their beat endeavors. When it is stated 
by thoEo having the work in charge that 
the cost to cauh farm is less than 11 
cents per annum it becomes evident that 
by co-operatioa results are secured that 
could not otherwise be gained, and at a 
trifling co=t. 


Most California farmers will be sur- 


prised to learn that the work has so far 
iroa'ressed in the East. There id but 
on» station of importance in California 
—the one at Berkeley, nnd but low are 
nformed of the work which is being 
done there. Experiments are confined 
almost exclusively to wine-making, and 
be farmers receive very littlo benefit 
herefroua, as but a few printed reports 
ire sent out, and they fall into the hands 
)i editors, college professors, and a few 
if tlio principal wine-makers. 


In the East, the managers of the sta- 


ions are conducting a large, amount of 
cientific research in the laboratory and 
he greenhouse, and an equally large 
amount of practical experimenting in 
he field, the orchard, tbe stable, and the 
Airy. Some stations make a specialty 
f cxpariments with home-made and 
ommercial fertilizers; others are en- 
deavoring to show what can b« done to 
estore tho fertility to worn-out lands; 
thers deal largely with the culture of 
ru^t ia crchards und vineyards; others 
re engaged on work relating to the com- 
position of fodders and tbe methods of

Melt about two pounds of sulphur and 


spread on strips of mtiflin. i'ill a harrel 
aliout Ilirce-qunrter full of water. Place 
tho strips ofpulphur cloth in a shallow 
pan and set it on lire. I'lace it on top oi 
the water and throw a bag or piece of 
canvas over the barrel ami allow thesul- 
pliiir cloth to burn. 


The water will have a ulismly milky 


appearance at first, but it can lie Rt rained 
or will clear itself if allowed lo stand for 
a few days. Fruits preserved whole in 
tins sulnhur water will keep indefinitely, 
size, color aud shape perfect.

C. O. Ivory of Lodi shot himself fa- 


tally last Tuesday night at about 11 
o'clock at his home while laboring under 
a temporary aberration of mind. 


Ho had spent the day in Stockton, re- 


turning to Lodi by the afternoon train. 
He attended a meeting of the Odd Fel- 
lows' lodjie. going homo about 10 o'clock. 
In A little while ha got up and went out 
of tho houso, and as ha did not return iu 
about half ail hour his sou went to look 
for him. 


It was thought that he had gone to a 


neighbor's, hut ho was not thcro. The 
son and another young man then made 
a search of the vard, and noticed that 
tho doors of the barn were open. 


As they entered the building to con- 


tinue the search they heard a pistol shot 
in the loft above. Ascending to the 
second floor they found Mr. Ivory lying 


.1 the liny dead. 
lie had placed the muzzle of 
pistol 


in his mouth, and pulling the trigger had 
sent the ball crashing; upward through 
the bruin, causing instant death. 


While in thia city, aud during the 


evening at the lodge and while Bitting 
with his family, ho was in his usual 
cheerful frame of mind, aud nothinu ex- 
cept a sudden til of insanity can be im- 
agined as the cause of the suicide. 


Mr. Ivory was a native of New York, 


55 years of age, and had been a prosper- 
ous merchant at Lodi for many years. 
He had just fitted up a new store, and 
intended Koingto San Francisco today 
to purchase goods. He was in good 
financial circumstances and hia family 
relations were all of a pieasantcluracter. 


He was a man who stood high in the 


community and was a good citizen in the 
hi»hCEt sense of the word. 


The terrible affair has been a great 


shock to the people of Lodi and to his 
many friends throughout the county, of 
which he was such a valued resident. 


The deceasfcd was a prominent mem- 


ber o! the Masons and Odd Fellows, and 
has always been a strictly temperate 
man.
